T'lie foundations 
wliich bear the enormous weiKhi above, 
whicli one woidil think was sulllcieatly 
great for the shoulders of Atlas, were 
put in liy the li, C, (Jontract Co,, the 
name nnder which the il'ugct Sotind 
liridt'C and Dredging L'o. docs business 
in this country. There is a special heat- 
ing system throtighout the building, that 
known as the Warren, Webster & Co. 
hot air system — one of the vacuum 
schemes, 

A point of interest Is the fact lhat 
the roof, the timbers of'which are now be- 
ing put ou, is of a new style, iSo arraugcil, 
for. artistic purposes, that no two sides 
will present the same angle to the rays 
of the sun or the shafts of the rain. 

As yet -what kind of fire escape shall 
lie attached has not been decided on, .\ 
good many other points as regards the 
latest improvements are still a matter 
of deliberation. Meantime the work ad- 
vances without a hitch, and Jlessrs. 
Oribble & Skene Co. liope, la spite of 
changes and uUeralions from the iirst 
agreement, to got the work completed 
within their contract time, wliicli e.tpircs 
at the end of February, 10t>7. 

Some Construction Details 

The lireprooling of the structure is al- 
I'cady conii)leted, all the floors having 
been reinforced with concrete, and all 
the columns and beams also concreted. 
The tile partitions, which arc nn addi- 
tional protection against the spread of 
lire, are also up. iPlasiering operntions 
will soon coraineuce. Hard wall plaster 
will bo the kind used. The slating anil 
other neces,sar,Y work upon the roof will 
be finished before the wet season gels a 
chance of showing malice towards hu- 
man constructive, efforts. It is worthy 
of note, that the hard wood finishings 
will be;:8nikp|]ed by Wciler Bros., and 
the soft-wood trimmings by the I.emon 
Gonnason Co., boUi of "Victoria. It has 
been the policy of Messrs. Gribble & 
Skene Co., for Which, thejr, as Amcrienn 
contruotors,„cann6^,''e, too highly com- 
mended, to get ereryttaing ,done', locally 
as far as possible.:.-. Some materials, of 
course, havo not been obtainable here in 
Victoria, but that has been their plan, 
nevertheless. This same contracting 
company is at present also oxpciitiiig a 
large contract for a well-known A'ancou- 
ver house, Mr. William I'lirrell's firm. 
ICvcavating is going on. The hnildin.g 
there is fo consist of a series of Hats, 
They are also doing a considerable 
amount of work in Seattle and Taeoma. 
-Mr, G, Tj, Skene, vice-president of the 
company, is iit present residing here, and 
devotes all his time and attention to the 
work which is In progress both here and 
in Vancouver, The labor account which 
he has to settle for work done on the 
n. P. I{. hotel alone amounts appro.xi- 
nnitely to ,'s'_',000 per week-. 

It will he possible to begin furnishing 
the hiitel next winter, in order to hnvc> 
everything reaijy for its doors to he oiien- 
ed to ihn public in .Time next year. The 
furnishing will not bo carried out ljy the 
contrnctorH who have erected the^ s'tnic- 
tiire, but by others.

The Ontario Conservative govern- 
ment has established a reputation for 
invariably doing the right .thing. Sonic 
time ago. .the,,.5;eraf8kam^Itfg Railway 
Commission -advertised that mining 
rights 'on' the" rlght-ofi"Vay*iwoiild be 
leased on the ' followlrrg termst' ' A 
bonus of $50,000,' a royalty of 10 per 
cent, on ore worth up to ?400 per ton, 
25 per cent, on ore assaying from $400 
to 11000 per ton,''and.BO per c6nt. on all 
more -yaluable ore. "V^hen " ifie. time 
hE.d arrived for the submission of ten- 
ders, it was discovered that tliere were 
no offers made on the basis of the ad- 
vertisement. However, a company in 
Ottawa, one of the members of which 
v/as Mr. Qeorge Patorson- Murphy, of- 
fered a bonus of $50,000. and a flat 
royalty of per cent. • This 'was re- 
garded as a reasonable offer, and the 
coniiiilssion decided to recommend It to 
the governinent for acceptance. Xow, 
It happened that Mr. Murphy's father 
was a member of the commission, and 
immediately a hue and cry was raised 
that undue favoritism had been exer- 
cised on ac'cmuit of the relationship of 
Murphy senior and Innioi". Mr. Mur- 
I,li>-, senior, declared that he liail not 
a cent's worth of Interest In the com- 
pany, and that, as the .offer was the 
only one received, and was a reason- 
able one, It had been recommended to 
the government. The Iroulile in con- 
nection with the -ivhole affair was, 
however, tliat no other persons had an 
opportunity of tendering o;i the .same 
basis, and that consequently the ar- 
rangement was one which should not 
be confirmed. In other words, the 
commission agreed to a private .sale 
Ithout notice, which was contrary to 
tlie liitcro.sls of tlie prin'ince. The mere

It is not the vol- 
ume of biLsiiiess which is less, hut llio 
volume of payable business. Tlie coii- 
staut pressure in Ihe direction of tlie rn- 
ducliou of preniiiuiis has operated now 
for so long that it will take more thnu 
the spasmodic elloi-ts of hanily-liil under- 
wi-itei-:i 1(1 \ie-\ llieni hack to a remunera- 
tive level. fTndcrwrilers can hardly hope 
In siic(-eed until the .shippinR industry 
generally litis workiMl Ihroiigh its own 
Iiorioil of depres.sion. 'J'lie position brief- 
ly is tills: 'There are a million mid a luilf 
mori> Ions of British shlppinp; now .itlont 
than there were 11 year ajio, and there 
are a million and a half tons building. 
By the lime the lie\\' load-lines are fully 
operative the effective British carryiuj; 
tonn.Tvre will be increased liy ahoiit 75.000 
tons more. Tliiil is to say, by the end 
of the present year there will be an ef- 
fective increase in the carrying enpacity 
of the merciuilile marine of nhoiit 'JVi 
niillinn loii.s, with ninre to follow. I'n- 
der .■aich conditions, ilie freight markets 
can hardly be expecled lo improve, nnd 
until they improve the demand for cheap- 
er iusurancre must go on;'' ,

-n-Iiich are .oaid to have been connecled 
■ivilh the voyage of Ihe ship Atlas from 
Yokohama, althouf^'li there is no record 
of them ill the log. The ca|itaiii claims 
that he knows nothing wliarever of the 
affair. In fuel, it is his ipnorance liiai 
caused his arrest, for the chari;e placed 
iiRaiust him" was Ibnl of failini; to re- 
cord in the lo;; nf the vessel ihe di-iith 
nf a person 011 boMi-d. 

It was on .Inly I.") Ilial Ihe .\llas ar- 
rived from Yokohama, v,-liere 11 slow- 
away hud pone ahoard with the know- 
ledge of only a few of the crew. It was 
on the evening of .Inly II that a report 
was made to the i-hief bontswaiii that 
a stowaway had fallen tlirougli a hatch 
and was -iiijurcd. The man was then 
lying in the hold. According to a wit- 
ness before TJuited Stfete's-vCommission- 
er Maltng, the ■ boatswain ordered the 
man, who wns then writhing in agony, 
to he thrown overboard. One of the 
Ti-itnesses, Hnseii by name, said: 

"AlthnuKh 1 ^vas ordered to throw 
the mini overboard, I could not do 
it, because lie was a liiiiniiii lieiii;;. I 
a bucket of water and look it 
down to hel|) him.'" 

.\t inidiiiKhl nasen went oft' walch, 
and three men threw the stowaway 
overboard. These nier. were Iloshi- 
yama, Sakiii and the second hoalswiiiii. 
They lifted the man by ropfs io the 
deck and threw the living or the dead, 
whichever it may have bi 
on the port side.

Certainly ho will 
have no ditliciiliy in ascertaining that 
these ilark-skiiuied iiatires of Indiii 
tlirealeii to Lurn ihe labor market up- 
side down, al b^ast such is Uic opinion 
of labor men, nnd in all probability the 
Trades mid Labor council will bo nblft 
to supply .Mr. Scott with ample infor- 
lualinii oil that poiui.
